be done to save it from destruction 
while in a neutral harbor. 


It is also reported that the ship will 


oe examined by naval experts and the 
amount of time required to repair the 
vessel will be determined.

time lias expired the vessel will be or- 
dered to leave the harbor of San Fran- 
cisco 01 to remain there until the war 
is at an end 
It is not known what 


the United States government will do 
but fiorn present indications it seems 
that the latter couroe will be carried 
out.
